. agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Guynn stated the applicants position on the applied reference of 
Kanca as is relates to the claimed light source. Mr. Guynn stated that amending the claims to recite a light generating 
means is different from the light source of Kanca, since a light generating mean produces the light unlike the optical 
fiber light source of Kanca. Specifically, Mr Guynn states the optical fiber of Kanca is a conduit of light but does not 
produce light. The Examiner respectfully disagreed with Mr. Guynn, specifically the Examiner believes a "light 
generating source" can still be the optical fiber of Kanca as claimed. And the Examiner advised Mr. Guynn to find a 
way to claim the LED light source next to lens since applicant states this combination is novel to this type of device.
